Ocilla, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The 
first attack on the new prohibition 
statute of this state was made last 
night when the Ocilla, Pinebloom and 
Valdosta Railroad company presented 
to Judge Emory Speer a petition pray- 
ing that David Ricketson, sheriff of 
Coffee county, be enjoined from taking 
charge of or seizing two carloads of 
whisky, wine and rum which is in pos- 
session of the railroad company at 
Leilaton, Coffee county. 

It seems that the two cars of whisky 
have been tn the possession of the rail- 


‘ road company since about April 29, and 


gince May 1 the sheriff has had an 
eye on it. He was preparing to seize 
it today when early this morning at- 
torneys served upon him a sweeping 
injunction from Judge Speer enjoining 
all interference with the freight. 
Claim Mxceecded Authority. 

It Js contended in the petition that 
the sheriff and his deputies are exceed- 
ing their authority in making seizure 
of the whisky and that they have al- 
ready rendered themselves liable to 
prosecution by taking into their pos- 
session a portion of the shipment.

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DEADLOCK COMES 


IN THE STRUGGLE 
UN VERDUN FRONT

Germans Unable to Advance 
Further, and French At- 
tempts to Expel Invaders 
From Captured: Positions 
Are Unavailing. 


FRENCH FIRE CURTAIN 
CHECKS THE GERMANS 


Russians Are Driving the 
Turks in Armenia and Mak- 
ing Progress Towards Bag- 
dad — Heavy Fighting on 
Austro-Italian Front. 


London, May 9.—The French and 
German forces fighting to the north- 
west of Verdun apparently, for the 
moment at least, are deadlocked, the 
Germans being unable to advance fur- 
ther and French attempts to expel the 
invaders from captured positions being 
unavailing. To the east and northeast 
of Verdun, where violent infantry at- 
tacks and bombardments have char- 
acterized the recent fighting, only in- 
termittent cannonading is now going 
on. 

The only infantry engagement re- 
ported anywhere along the French front 
was launched by the Germans against 
a Freneh trench to the west of Hill 
304, northwest of Verdun. The French, 
however, brought into play their cur- 
tain of fire and the Germans were un- 
able to debouch. 

The shelling by the Germans of the 
Russians at the Ikskull bridgehead on 
the eastern battle line, which has been 
in progress for’ many days, still con- 
tinues. There has been artillery ac- 
tivity on various other sectors of the 
Russian front, but no infantry maneu- 
vers of importance have been reported. 


TURKS DRIVEN 
BY RUSSIANS. 


The Russians in Armenia have put 
down with heavy casualties a stubborn 
Turk attack, and southeastward, in the 
region of. Mush, driven the Ottoman 
forces ffom their defenses in a moun- 
tain chain. In addition the Russfans 
operating w ; 
frontier toward Bagdad have dislodged 
the Turks from fortified positions and 
driven them farther westward. 

The Gorizia bridgehead and the re- 
gion around San Martino in the Aus- 
trian-Italian theater have been heavy- 
ily bombarded. At San Martino, Vienna 
asserts that the Italians suffered heavy 
losses through the explosion of an Aus- 
trian mine. Bombardments have fea- 
tured the fighting on the other sectors 
of this front, 

Dispatches received in Parts from 
Saloniki are to the effect that there 
has been vigorous artillery activity 
on the Macedonian front. An Athens 
dispatch says the Germans and Bul- 
garians in this region have heavily 
bombarded the village of 'Mayada, their 
shells causing much damage. 

Semi-official advices from Berlin say 
that the Turks are rapidly construct- 
ing a railroad through the desert pre- 
paratory to another advance on Egypt. 

Five batches of sick and wounded 
British soldiers from Kut-el-Amara, 
aggregating 1,073 men, have reached 
the British headquarters on the Tigris. 
A hospital ship is proceeding to Kut- 
el-Amara to take away the remainder 
of the sick and wounded. 


FRENCH GUNS 
MOW GERMANS. 


Paris, May 9.—The latest assaults of 
the Germans on the defenses of Ver- 
dun have served to demonstrate the 
high pitch of efficiency to which the 
French have brought the use of the 
machine guns. The French front line 
trenches are being defended by ma- 
chine guns with comparatively few 
men to serve them and with the ad- 
dition of new automatic rifles, two of 
which are equivalent to one machine 
gun. 

The 48-hour preliminary bombard- 
ment of the Germans is described by 
eyewitnesses as more severe than any- 
thing which hitherto has been expe- 
rienced, and it is remarked that the 
Germans were justified in believing no 
human being could have lived in the 
zone subjected to this bombardment. 
Nevertheless, the French are such 
adepts at constructing underground 
shelters that when the German infan- 
try stepped from the trenches scores 
of well-placed machine guns opened 
concentrated fire, thinning the ranks 
of the attackers before the advance 
was fairly begun. 

French officers state that the losses 
of the Germans, in proportion to the 
number engaged, were as great as in 
any other action of the war. 

It is said that a Prussian division 
which was engaged on Sunday on the

Douaumont fort line lost more than 50 


per cent of its effectives. 

The battle shows every sign of con- 
tinuing. Artillery preparation now 
proceeding foreshadows fresh attacks 
on poth banks of the Meuse. The 
fighting may even be. extended to the 
Woevre plateau as the German artil- 
lery was redoubling its fire there last 
night. 

It is generally believed here that the 
Germans have transferred considerable 
forces to Verdun both from other sec- 
tions of the western front and from 
the Russian front. Simce the present 
offensive began on Thursday the Ger. 
mans have not renewed attacks such 
as were made in the preceding week 
on other parts of the western line, es- 
pecially those held by the British. 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, May 9.—The official communi- 
cation issued by the war office tonight 
reads: 

“In Champagne our artillery shelled 
the trenches and batteries of the Ger- 
mans north of Ville-Sur-Tourbe and the 
enemy communications in the region of 
Somme-Py. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
bombardment was less intense. In the 
course of the day an enemy attack

Carranza’s Agent Wants 
Definite Date Fixed for the 
Retirement of the Forces 
Under Gen. Pershing. 


SCOTT TELLS OBREGON 
AMERICANS WILL REMAIN 


Another Conference to Be 


Held Today—Obregon De- 
nies He Delivered Ultima- 
tum— Proposes Plan for 
Joint Border Patrol. 


' San Antonio, Texas, May 9.—Accord- 
ing to reports current here tonight, 
American officers along the border are 
prepared to guard against a general 
Mexican uprising set for tomorrow, May 
10. Numerous prominent Mexicans are 
involved in the alleged uprising, 
cording to these reports, which also de- 
clare American civil and military of- 
ficials have been investigating them 
for some time past. American troops 
along the border, it is said, are suf- 
ficiently strong to handle any dis- 
turbances. 

El Paso, Texas, May $—Fear of a 
‘break between the United States and 
Mexico over -American troop dispost- 
tions in Mexico was temporarily al- 
layed tonight when, after a three and 
a half hours’ discussion, the American 
and Mexican conferees agreed to hold 
another conference, probably tomor- 
row. 


American Troops Stay. 

Tonight’s conference began shortly 
after 5 o’clock with Generals Scott and 
Funston and Obregon and Juan Amador, 
Mexican subsecretary of foreign af- 
fairs, taking part. A. J. McQuatters, 
mining man who has participated in 
three other conferences, was present at 
the beginning, but withdrew on com- 
plaint of the Mexican representatiyes 
that his business connections rendered 
his presence undesirable. 

It is understood that General Obre- 
gon again brought up the subject of a 
definite date for the withdrawal of the 
American troops from Mexico. He 
again was informed, it is said, that the 
}American government is firm in its 
refusal to make this concession. 

It was suggested to him that in view 
of the Big Bend raid, under the nose 
of Carranza troops, the United States 
could scarcely consider the de facto 
government as fully capable yet of 
coping with the bandits. 

In the face of this statement General 
Obregon is understood to have asked 
for more time to consult with General 
Carranza. 

Hint of War in Atmosphere, 

All day today there was a hint of war 
in the atmosphere of El Paso. Prior: 
to the conference the word went out 
that only one thing could prevent a 
break between the United States and 
Mexico-—complete reversal by General 
Obregon of the attitude he took at yes- 
terday’s meeting, when he declined to 
sign the tentative agreement for Mexi- 
can and American troop co-operation 
unless it was modified tp set a date for 
American withdrawal from Mexico. 

There were few optimists to point 
out that in the end the Mexican min- 
ister of war must concede the point 
of the United States. A great major- 
ity concluded that he ‘was more likely 
to withdraw from the negotiations. 

Activities of the American military 
men here added to the apprehensions. 
It was learned that messages had been 
sent to General Pershing at the front 
warning him to prepare for any con- 
tingency. All along the border the 
word had gone out to the scattered 
detachments of the American army pa- 
trol to be on guard. 

Hope still was entertained, it was 
said, that the situation could be ad- 
justed. 

General Obregon went into the con- 
ference this evening announcing that 
he had a new proposal to make to the 
American representatives. He intended 
to ask, he said, that a common border 
— should be stretched along the 
vorder, American troops guarding the 
American side and Mexican troops pa- 
trolling the Mexican side. 

Statement By Obregon. 

On his return. to his private ear in 
Juarez after the conference, General 
Obregon made the following statement 
to the press: 

“On the instructions of the first chief 
I have proposed a plan for the patrol 
of the frontier by troops of both coun- 
tries. Each country under this ar- 
rangement would patrol its own side 
and co-operate with the other in run- 
ning down and breaking up the out- 
law bands which have committed a 
number of depredations lately. We are 
proceeding amicably in the conference. 
I should jike to say for the benefit 
of the vellow press that I delivered no 
ultimatums tonight.”’ 

General Scott is understood to have 
said he would be glad to present the 
proposal to the Washington govern- 


ment. 
Late this afternoon excitement twas 
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United States Is Blamed 


By Official Carranza Organ 


Alleged Cortstant Difficul- 
ties Have Been Made by 
Washington—lIntervention 
Conspiracy Charged in the 
United States. 


Mexico City, May 9.—Commenting ed- 
itorially today on the gravity of the 
international situation growing out of 
the border raid at Glenn Springs, Texas, 
El Pueblo, the official government or- 
gan, says: 

“We are confronted by the most se- 
rious, the most grave moment of our 
national life. We are facing the tre- 
mendous dangér of war, which we have 
never desired and which surely is not 
desired by the United States. 

“The nation ought to know the truth 
and ought to consider that all the sac- 
rifices, all the anguish which our strug- 
gles to purify our political organiza- 
tion and reconquer the liberties of the 
people have cost should not be ren- 
dered sterile by an absurd and unjust 
war. 

United States Called Unjust. 

“But before obstinacy, and in the 
light of recent events and the unjust 
attitude of a great p er, Mexico 
should remember the figures of Cuauh- 
temoc and Juarez and know that life 
without honor is worth nothing. 

“From the beginning the struggle to 
implant a constitutional form of gov- 
ernment has been met with constant 


difficulties from Washington, which we 
have met with impartiality, good faith 
and a legitimate defense of the general 
interests of the country. In the United 
States refugee Mexicans, in union with 
capitalists, Catholics and American ad- 
venturers have plotted to undo the 
work of the revolution. 

“The stupid aggression of Villa and 
his bandits is not an isolated factor, 
but is connected with the work of these 
divers elements along the frontier who 
daily try to overthrow the constitu- 
tionalist government and disturb the 
tranquillity of the United States. 

Prolonging the Conflict. 

“Far from trying to reach an agree- 
ment that would be sensible and equi- 
table, so that the roots of these con- 
spiracies might be cut, once for all, 
the United States sends a so-called pu- 
nitive expedition into Mexican territory 
and prolongs the -conflict instead of 
settling it through diplomatic clhan- 
nels. Historic precedents do not up- 
hold these proceedings. 

“We have yet the right to believe 
that President Wilson, who knew how 
to face the great crisis of the European 
war, who has proclaimed and sustained 
his pacific theories, who has_ seen 
through the schemes of filibusterers, 
and who has opened his arms to the 
Latin-American republics in an appeai 
for continental solidarity under the 
Monroe doctrine, will not retrace his 
steps, will not tear up the foundations 
of his prestige by unchaining a war 
which nothing can justify, and sacrifice 
x people already weakened and bled 
by their internal struggles. 

“Against such a war are the collec- 
tive interests of both countries, but if, 
unfortunately, we are dragged into 
such such a war, President Wilson may 
rest assured that never again will the 
United States have the confidence of a 
single Latin-American nation. And as 
for Mexico, while one Mexican stands 
the ground which he covers will be his 
home, his religion, his honor.”

Calling. out the national guard for 
the first time under the present militia 
law brings up the fact t as written 
that act authorizes the president to 
use the state soldiers either within or 
without United States territory. 

By the terms of the law, the guards- 
men must be mustered into the service 
of the United States before they come 
under complete control of the federal 
government. Their oaths of enlistment 
to the various states make the ac- 
ceptance of this federal status obliga- 
tory, however, and there is no question 
of volunteering involved in the present 
situation. The full enrelled strength 
of each regiment called out ‘is Hable 
for service under penalty of court or 
eourt-martial action. 

Enlistment Spurt Expected. 

Army officers believe there will be 
no difficulty in getting out the full 
strength. They anticipate instead a 
great spurt of enlistment in the na- 
tional guard of the three states because 
of the chance for active service. 

The regiments now are at peace 
strength. Under the _ interpretation 
placed on the law, the states are re- 
quired to recruit them immediately to 
full war strength and to send the re- 
cruits forward as fast as they are 
sworn in.

Washington, May 9%.—Secretary of 
‘War Baker’s communication to the 
governor of Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas, notifying them of the calling out 
of the national guard of those states 
for border duty, follows: 

“Haying in view the possibility of 
further aggression upon the territory 


the necessity for the proper protection 
of that frontier, the president has 
thought proper to exercise the author- 
ity vested in him by the constitution 
and laws and calls out the organized 
militia mecessary for that purpose. 

“I am, in consequence, instructed by 
the president to call into the service 
of the United States, through you, the 
organized militia of the states of Arizo- 
na, Texas and New Mexico, which the 
president directs shall be concentrated 
at the places designated by the com- 
manding general, southern department, 
now at FE Paso, Texas, and which he 
has been directed to communicate to 
you. 

“Upon arrival of the organized mill- 
tia at the designated places of ren- 
dezvous they wil! be mustered into the 
service of the United States by officers 
of the regular army designated for that 
purpose.”’ 

According to last reports to the war 
department, the Arizona guard is com- 
posed of eleven companies of infantry, 
with a total of 56 officers and 806 men. 
The incomplete regiment has no ma- 
chine guns or supply company and it is 
scattered through the state. 

The New Mexico gyard is composed 
of one battery of field artillery lo- 
cated at Roswell and a regiment of 
infantry without machine uns or a 
supply company. The tota enrolled 
strength is 62 officers and 908 men. 

The Texas guard consists of one field 
hospital, four squadrons of cavalry, one 
battery of field artillery and _ three 
regiments of infantry, of which only 
One has a machine gun company and 
none of which has a supply company. 
The total force is 181 officers and 2,956 
men. 

The grand total enrollment of this 
force in October, 1915, according to 
these figures, was 299 officers and 4,- 
670 men. Because of border condi- 
tions, officials here feel certain that 
the force will be increased a third or 
more in a few days.

State Off-Shore 
Puzzles Officers 


Attorney General Struggles 

With Problem of Enforc- 
ing Laws Within Three- 
Mile Limit at Sea. 


* Whether or not the state of Georgia 
has jurisdiction over the Atlantic ocean 
from the mouth of the Savannah to that 
of St. Marys river for a distance of 
three miles out to sea from the shore- 
line is a question which, to the at- 
torney general’s office, is a poser. As- 
sistant Attorney General Mark Bolding 
struggled with it all day yesterday, and 
by night. he had arrived at no definite 


conclusion. 

Judging from the best 
the attorney general has been able thus 
far to find both the constitution of 
Georgia afid the state’s statutes are 
sadly at fault in not specifying that 
the eastern boundary of the state fol- 
lows the shore-line, three miles sea- 
word from low water mark. And it is 
within the bounds of possibility that 
special legislation may ‘be required to 
rectify that oversight. 

Fish and game officers on the sea- 
board are hampered, they say, in their 
attempts to enforce the laws of the 
state—especially those with reference 
to “tonging”’’ operations off-shore—by 
the fact that their authority ang juris- 
diction have been questioned. Counsel 
for alleged violators have raised the 
question that the jurisdiction of this 
state extends only to the shore line, 
and not out to the three-mile limit, 
which has been established by interna- 
tianal law. To establish the extent of 
their power, the fish and game depart- 
ment of the state asked the attorney 
general] for an opinion. 

Embodied either in the constitution 
or the statutes of every seaboard state 
other than this, Mr. Bolding has ex- 
amined in search of precedent, the 
ocean-side ‘boundary is specified to be 
three miles off shore, which gives the 
state jurisdiction to enforce its laws 
to the three-mile limit. The assistant 
attorney general has not examined 
into the statutes of all coast states of 
int union, but those he has looked 


into make this boundary specifications; 
and he is inclined to the opinion that, 
lacking in this particular, Georgia is 
without police jurisdicton farther east 
than the seashore, and that violators 
of the state law on the ocean off the 
Georgia coast are immune from pun- 
ishment. 

However, he intends examining much 
farther in the hope of finding some 
precedent to warrant an opinion that, 
since the three-mile limit is a mat- 
lter of international law, it is under- 
stood that each seaboard state’s juris- 
diction extends to that limit, and re- 
quires no specification to that effect, 
neither in its constitution nor its code. 

The question of doubt over the states 
legal jurisdiction arose in connection 
with the enforcement of the new fish 
and game laws enacted by the legisla- 
ture in special session last fall.

it looks as though Ireland’s unfortunate

factory to all parties the difficult home 
rule problem, which has been hung up 
during the war. 

It is understood that a manifesto to 
the Irish people has been agreed upon, 
but its contents have been withheld 
until Thursday so as to enable its si- 
multaneous publication throughout Ire- 
land. Various rumors were current in 
the lobbies of parliament tonight con- 
cerning negotiations between the gov- 
ernment and the Irish parties, but 
nothing is likely to be decided upon 
by the latter until after Premier As- 
quith’s pronouncement on\the Irish sit- 
uation, which is expected tomorrow. 

Ireland and Conscription. 


During the, qpmmittge stage 
the military service bill in the 
house of commons today Sir 
John Brownlee Lonsdalé, whip of the 
Irish unionist party, moved that Ire- 
land should be included in the opera- 
tion of compulsion. Premier Asquith 
replying, said the question of compul- 
sion was not a matter of agreement 
with Ireland and that if the motion was 
persisted in there would be protracted 
discussion which would prevent. the 
measure becoming a law at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The premier said that a very large 
number of the representatives of Ire- 
land were not at the moment prepared 
to accept compuision in Ireland, and 
that it was not desirable that the coun- 
try should be plunged into a contro- 
versy on the subject at this time. lIre- 
land had just undergone a terrible or- 
deal, but the result of it, he believed, 
would be to establish the foundation 
among loyal Irishmen of a larger meas- 
ure of agreement than there ever had 
been in the past. 

The premier said the government was 
reviewing with the utmost care the 
military arrangements in Ireland and 
the matter of bearing arms, and he 
hoped a common agreement would be 
reached. The Lonsdale motion was 
voted down without division. 

Deprecating the exclusion of Ireland 
from compulsion under the _ military 
service bill, Sir Edward Carson blam 
the government for failing to suppress 
the anti-recruiting campaign in Ire- 
land, which, he believed,.-had largely 
led to the recent disastrous events. 


Redmond Challenges Carson. 


John Redmond, the nationalist leader, 
challenged Sir Edward’s assertion that 
in the recent government of Ireland the 
nationalists had the power but not the 
responsibility. 

“Certainly, since the coalition gov- 
ernment was instituted,’ said Mr. Red- 
mond, “I had no power in the govern- 
ment:of Ireland. My opinions have been 
overborne and my suggestions rejected. 
It is my profound conviction that if 
we had had power and responsibility 
during the last few years the recent oc- 
currences in Ireland would never have 
arisen.” 

Mr. Redmond proceeded to declare it 
unfair to leave the impression that Ire- 
land had not done well in recruiting. 
She had more than 150,000 men now 
with the colors, men who had displayed 
bravery and covered Ahemselves with 
glory, said the nationalist leader. 

He opposed conscription for Ireland, 
because he believed compulsion the 
liberate opinion was that it would be 
land, and, after recent events, his de- 
ligerate opinion was that it would be 
not only wrong but well nigh insane 
to attempt to enforce conscription, and 
it would be a fearful responsibility if, 
in the face of this deliberate opinion, 
Ulster men should persist in the at- 
ep to force conscription upon Ire- 
and. 


of 


For Sake of Emzplire. 

Mr. Redmond besought the house 
not only for the sake of Ireland, but 
for the sake of the empire not to pro- 
ceed with this course. 

“Nobody is more anxious than I,” 
he continued, “to respond to the Ulster 
appeal for co-operation. I have hoped 
against hope and hope still, even in the 
dark, miserable circumstances of the 
moment that we might come together. 
Aye, and hefore long I hope with all 
my heart that out of these miseries we 
may be able by taking a large, gener- 
ous view, something like a statesman- 
like and far-reaching view of the em- 
pire’s highest interests, that out of 
this turmoil and tragedy we may evolve 
some means of putting an end to these 
difficulties and the government have 
both power and responsibility.” 

Winston Spencer Churchill considered 
that Mr. Redmond had rendered im- 
mense services to the empire and that 
Great Britain owed a deep debt to the 
nationalist party for their exertions in 
the present struggle, “the first strug- 
gle,”’ said Colonel Churchill, “in which 
Ireland has been a valiant friend on 
our side.” 

“The whole future of Ireland,” he 
continued, “depends upon two men, Sir 
Edward Carson and Mr. Redmond, and 
there is no difficulty they cannot sur- 
mount if they act together.”  . 

It is understood that Colonel Church- 
ill has decided to resume politics. His 
battalion at the front has ceased to ex- 
ist through being absorbed by another 
unit, and he has obtained leave until 
further orders. 


GERMAN BOMB PLOTTERS 
SENT TO ATLANTA PEN 


New York, May 9.—Robert Fay, for- 
mer lieutenant in the German army, 
convicted in the federal court yester- 
day of conspiring to destroy munitions 
ships of the allieS through bomb con- 
trivances, was today sentenced io serve 
eight years in the federal penitentiary 
of Atlanta. 

Walter Scholz, his brother-in-law, and 
Paul Daeche also convicted, were sen- 
tenced to’ serve four vears and two 
years, respectively. The three were 
also fined $2 each. 

Talking from. the bench beside which 
were heared bombs, explosives and 
other exhibits “introduced during* the 
ten-day trial, Judge Huwe said to Fay: 

“According to your testimony you 
committed a grave crime against Ger- 
many by deserting your post and coun- 
try where you were engaged in lawful 
warfare to come here where you have 
committed still graver crimes against 
this nation for the purpose of helping 
Germany in the war. Altogether too 
many things have been happening in 
this country since the war commenced. 
This court is going to convince you 
and thoroughly warn others that this 
country is not a proper place in which 
to carry on the war, and that our laws 
are still binding, notwithstanding the 


4war in Germany.” 


Under the conspiracy of which the 
three were convicted, three other de- 
fendants are to be tried—Dr. Herbert 
Kienzle, Engelbert Bronkhorst and Max 
Beitung. 

A writ of error was filed in behalf 
of Daeche and the bail of $25,000 on 
which he has been at liberty was con- 
tinued, pending the writ’s disposition. 
Counsel for Fay and Scholz announced 
they would also file writs of error 
within a few days and ask for bail for 
their clients.

Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral Peter W. Meldrim’s anouncement 
for congress from the first Georgia 
district created great interest here to- 
day.

more than the two entries. He enter- 
ed the Confederate service when a boy 
of but thirteen or fourteen. This alone 
will win him thousands of votes, and 
properly so, for the people owe the 
heroes of the sixties a debt of gratitude 
that is hard to repay. He is one of 
the ablest men in the country. He 
is broad enough to represent the whole 
district regardless of county lines. He 
will represent with distinguished abil- 
ity every interest of the district, and, 
coming here with a national reputa- 
tion, will at once be one of the big men 
of the house which will be an honor 
and an asset to the first district. 

“As was recently said by Speaker 
Champ Clark, ‘The mere ambitions of 
men should not be considered, the good 
of the country should be considered 
and the people should elevate their 
best men to places of honor and pub- 
lic trust.’ General Meldrim has been 
a useful and a constructive citizen in 
the general good and upbuilding' of 
south Georgia, and, in my opinion, will 
make an ideal and able representa- 
tive.”’ . 


REGULATIONS URGED 
FOR COTTON CONTRACTS 


Senator Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, Explains the Pro- 
posed New Rules. 


— 


Washington, May 9.—Regulation of 
cotton futures contracts was proposed 
to day by Senator Smith, of South 
Carolina, in an amendment to the ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill, framed to 
meet the decision of the New York 
federal courts that the law is uncon- 
stitutional because it is a revenue 
measure. 

The existing law taxes cotton fu- 
ture contracts unless they contain a 
provision giving the sellers of a cer- 
tain grade the option to tender to the 
buyer other grades at a difference in 
price based on the market price. Sena- 
tor. Smith’s amendment provides that 
in the event the buyer and seller can- 
not agree as to the grade to be sub- 
stituted the buyer can demand the de- 
livery of the grade actually sold. 

“The measure prevents the custom 
heretofore practiced,” said Senator 
Smith, “wherein the seller of a con- 
tract could deliver any grade he saw 
fit with an arbitrarily fixed difference 
in price—whether or not such differ- 
ence was acceptable to the buyer. 

“The amendment which I have today 
proposed.” said Senator Smith, “is sim- 
ple in its provisions, specifying, that 
all transactions in cotton shall be made 
according to the grades standardized by 
the federal government and giving to 
the buyer of a contract the right to 
demand and receive the actual grade 
or grades for wHich he contracted, at 
the price agreed: upon. course, if 
buyer and seller shall agree upon the 
grade and the resulting difference in 
price other than the grade enumerated 
in the contract, that is a matter of 
their mutual agreement and there ig 
nothing in the provisions of this bill 
which will prevent them from trading 
as they see fit. The difficulty which the 
measure does obviate is the practice 
that heretofore put the buyer at the 
mercy of the seller. Under the terms 
of this bill, the buyer and seller are 
placed upon an equal footing in the ad- 
justment and settlement of contracts.”

Peace Strength of 175,000 
for Regular Army. 


‘Washington, May 9.—Agreement on 
the army reorganization bill was in 
sight tonight. Conferees of the sen- 
ate and house, who will renew de- 
liberations tomorrow expect to reach 
a compromise so that the first of the 
big defense measures may be on the 
president’s desk next week. 

That the senate conferees woul@ have 
to surrender the voluntegr army re- 
serve of 261,000 men which the house 
so strongly repudiated yesterday was 
admitted tonight by senate leaders, but 
they hope to stre hen the provi- 
sion of the house bill authorizing in- 
struction camps so that military train- 
ing for thousands of citizens may be 
afforded and a nucleus of a volunteer 
army thus built up. The senate con- 
ferees believe it would be useless to 
hold out longer for the volunteer army 
in view of the house insistence that 
the national guard should constitute 
the main reserve military defense force. 

Under the house bill as it stands, 
thousands of civilian training camps 
might ‘be instituted under direction of 
the secretary of war. 

It was predicted tonight that . the 
conferees would agree on a regular 
standing army with a peace strength of 
175,000 or 180,000 men with the senate 
expansive organization system which 
would make possible recruiting to a 
strength of 220,000 in time of need. 
The house bill provides for a peace 
strength of 140,000 and the senate Dill 
for a peace strength of 250,000. The 
conferees also are expected to agree 
to the main features of the house bill 
regarding the reorganization and fed- 
eralization of the national guard, thus 
providing for a defense reserve of ap- 
proximately 400,000 men. 

The house amendment for a nitrate 
plant probably will be accepted. Un- 
der it $20,000,000 would be appropriat- 
ed for a plant to be operated exclu- 
sively by the government. Agreement 
on minor features of the bill is ex- 
pected without much delay. 


CYMRIC TORPEDOED 
WITHOUT ANY WARNING 


Five of Crew of Liner Killed. 
Vessel Sank Early Tues- 
day Morning. 


Washington, May 9.—In reporting 
the torpedoing of the White Star liner 
Cymric to the state department today, 
American Consul Frost, at Queens- 
town, said the vessel sank at 3 o’clock 
this morning. Five of her crew of 107 
were killed by the explosion, the con- 
sul reported. Frost said the vessel 
was believed to be in admiralty service. 

The Cymric was torpedoed at 4 p. m., 
Monday, 138 miles west of Fastnet, ac- 
cording to Consul Frost. He said it 
appeared that the attack was made 
without warning. The survivors, he 
reported, will land about noon today 
at Banty. 

Three messages regarding the Cym- 
ric comes from Consul Frost through 
| the state department. 

The first dated yesterday was as fol- 


lows: 
“Cymric torpedoed 4 p. m. today 138 
miles west of Fastnet. Do not think 
sunk. Will supply details as they ar- 
rive.” 

The second message read: 

“Cymric cleared New York April 29 
without passengers. Supposed mixed 
carg6 with horses. On admiralty serv- 
ice. Torpedo hit engine room, killing 
five out of crew of 107. Absence ,of 
warning inferable. Ship still afloat, 
but provisionally abandoned. Survi- 
vors will probably land at Bantry on 
May 9.” 

The latest dispatch from Consul 
Frost reaching the state department at 
8 o'clock this morning, dated today, 
read: 

“Cymric sank at 3 a. m. today. Crew 
arriving Bantry about noon. 

Carried No Passengers. 


London, May 9.—Lloyds reports that 
the White Star liner Cymric sank at 
8 o'clock this morning. All on board 
were szuved. 


Loudon dispatches yesterday said the 
12,909-ton steamship Cymric had been 
torpedoed by a German submarine. A 
message from Queenstown last night 
said the vessel, torpedoed at 4 o’clock 
Monday ufternoon, was still afloat and 
was proceeding to an Irish port. The 
Cymric left New York April 29 with a 
large cargo of war munitions for Liver- 
pool. She had been in service as a 
freighter for several weeks, and car- 
ried no passengers. Her crew num- 
bered about 100 men, none of whom 
so far as known at the White Star 
offices in New York, is an American. 

New York, May 9.—Denial was made 
at the offices of the White Star line 
that the torpedoed liner Cymric was in 
the service of the British admiralty, 
as indicated in the dispatches of Con- 
sul. Frost to the state department. 

“Since December, 1914,” read a state- 
ment issued by the line, “the Cymric 
has been regularly employed in the 
New York-Liverpool service of the 
White Star line and operated solely on 
account of her owners. She carried no 
guns and was simply an ordinary mer- 
chant steamer carrying cargo between 
New York and Lievrpool.”

HEAVY CASUALTIES

London, May 9.—The casualties in 
Dublin in the recent uprising were 
124 killed, 388 wounded and 9 missing, 
a total of 521 among his majesty troop’s 
and the Royal Ifisn constabulary, Pre- 
mier Asquith announced in the house 
of commons today. , 

The casualties were divided as fol- 
lows: * 

“Army officers, 17 killed, 46 wounded; 
other ranks, 86 killed, 311 wounded, 9 
missing. 

Royal Irish constabulary, 12 killed, 
23 wounded. 

“Dublin metropolitan police, 3 killed, 
3 wounded. 

“Royal navy, 1 killed, 2 wounded.

There Will Be No Depression 
in United States at End of 
the European War. 


Washington, May 9.—There will be 


States at the end of the ‘European war 
in the opinion of Secretary of Com- 
merce Redfield, who today_wrote Wil- 
liam P. Malburn, assistant secretary of 
the treasury, that the country’s s80- 
called war business does not exceed 
probably 5 per cent of its ebotal indus- 
trial and commercial activity. The 
letter was in reply to a suggestion by 
Mr. Malburn that the American people 
are in danger of overlooking prepared- 
ness for peace.

“So far as we can learn it does not 
exceed one-quarter of our exports,” he 
continued, “and possibly is not quite 
that much. BEven without them our 
exports would be much larger than be- 
for the war. Our shipments to South 
America, for example, have doubled or 
more. , 

“It does not seem to me quite pro- 
portional to the facts to suggest that 
we may ‘find ourselves at the close of 
the war with a vast organization suit- 
able to the production of goods needed 
in war times, which organization will 
be useless.’ In the first place the ex- 
tent of the new organization of this 
kind is not great compared to all our 
industries. There are a few cases of 
large additions of the kind, but in their 
comparative bulk they are not great. 
Neither is it, I venture to think, quite 
the fact that they would be useless in 
time of peace.

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1HE BANKS AND THE LAW. 


If the position taken by the president of 
a certain national bank in one of the most 
prosperous country counties in Georgia, as 
appears from his letter published today in 
The Constitution, in reply to one from 
Comptroller of the Currency John Skelton 
Williams, is correct, it is difficult to see or 
understand why Georgia, or any other state 
for that matter, should have any usury 
laws at all. 

The Constitution recently printed a let- 
ter from Comptroller Williams to this prom- 
inent Georgia national bank president, tak- 
ing issue with him in his position with ref- 
erence to the usury laws of the state. We 
publish today in full the reply of that bank 
president to the comptroller’s letter. 

We must take issue with the Georgia 
bank president in his attitude toward the 
Georgia usury laws. Having threatened to 


abandon his national bank charter if the . 


federal government refuses to permit usu- 


rious interest charges, and to go to a state’ 


charter, we can but repeat that his attitude 
is not materially different from that of the 
whisky man who declares he can not make 
a living under prohibition laws, and there- 
fore conducts a “blind tiger.” 

While he does not say so in so many 
words, his attitude is one of “the state laws 
be damned.” 

- In other words, he proposes to violate the 
state laws and expects the state to permit 
him to do so! 

In his letter to Comptroller Williams the 
Georgia bank president makes this state- 
ment: 


“You quote an excerpt from an 
editorial in The Atlanta Constitution. 
The editor of The Constitution is usu- 
ally right; but he is not an experi- 
enced banker, and is not sufficiently 
informed as to the needs of the coun- 
try banks. His campaign to restrict 
interest rates in Georgia to the legal 
rate will probably not succeed,) because 
that would. shut up half the country 
banks in Georgia, and the farmer is 
not yet reacy to go back to profits 
of 100 per cent and over to the time- 
supply merchant.” 

The Constitution is not experienced in 
the banking business, but The Constitution 
knows that the laws of this state forbid an 
interest charge on loans in excess of & per 
cent. It further knows that it is its duty, 
and the cuty of all other good citizens, to 
aid, in so far as they can, in the enforce- 
ment of this law as long as it Is a law. 

The Constitution repeats that if the law 
is a bad one, it should be repealed; but 
while it remajns the law of the state, it 
st:ould be both en*‘orced and obeyed. 

With all due respect to the bank presi- 
dent in question, and t» other bank presi- 
dents in the country ccunties of Georgia 
who think and feel as he does, the threat 
to abandon national charters because the 
federal government prohibits usury and to

In fact, more than 
two-thirds of the country town national 
banks of this state admitted under oath 
that during the year 1915 they violated the 
usury laws of Georgia. They not only vio- 
lated them, but in some instances, as is 
disclosed from a report of an investigation 
of usury charges by the rules committee of 
the National House of Representatives, 
there was collected as high as 912 per cent! 

If the position taken by this Georgia 
bank president is correct and legal, then 
the’ bank which charged 912 per cent to 
farmers in this state was justified in its 
action! 

Here is the official report of the hearing 
before the rules committee disclosing the 


violation of the usury laws by the national | 


banks of this state: 


“In Georgia of 114 national banks 80, or

“The following is a list of 50 of the 80 
banks in Georgia (names omitted) which 
were charging during the past year usurious 


interest rates, and shows, in the first column, 


the amount of loans upon which they re- 
ported they had charged from 10 to 15 per 
cent per annum, and in the second column 
the amount on which they reported they 
had charged from 15 to 24 per cent and more. 
The maximum rate charged, as reported un- 
der oath, by one bank in this list was 912 
per cent. One bank reported it had loaned, 
between 24 per cent and 912 per cent, the 
sum of $9,372: another bank declared its 
maximum rate at 254 per cent; while a num- 
ber of others admitted rates considerably 
in excese of 100 per cent: 
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Getting back to the law itself, the Geor- 
gia requirement as to interest is fair and 
just. 

Any well conducted bank in this state 
can make a reasonable profit upon its in- 
vestment and effort by obeying that law. 

Rigid usury laws are now in operation 
in several of the southern states, and their 
violation in every instance is followed by 
prosecution. We refer particularly to the 
laws of Mississippi and Virginia, which lay 
down legal interest rates and require all 
banking institutions and money lenders 
rigidly to adhere to them. 

The city national banks of the state ad- 
here to the law and they are all prosperous. 
And many of the country banks are like- 
wise prosperous without defying the law. 
We cite a specific instance of a country 
bank in Chattooga county which prominent- 
ly advertises the fact that the farmers in 
its territory can have all the money they 
want at 8 per cent. The Constitution pub- 
lishes today the story of the Bank of Trion, 
Chattooga county, as a part of the evidence 
that the country banks can live and prosper 
within the law. 


OFFICIAL MULISHNESS. 

It is time for the city council to stop par- 
leying with official mulishness and obstinacy 
and stand pat upon the proposition that it 
will not sacrifice any of the imperative im- 
provements scheduled to be made in Atlanta 
during the current year.. 

This crematory wrangle has gone far 
enough. With the city already too far be. 
hind in the matter of public improvements, 
official obstinacy now demands that the city 
abandon $60,000 worth of those which are 
proposed for 1916. 

Notwithstanding the court’s decision in 
favor of the company which built the Atlan- 
ta crematory, that company does not ask 
the payment of the full amount in cash. It 
says it is willing to wait until next year for 
the balance of some $55,000 or $60,000. 

Why take this money away from essen- 


tial municipal building and try to ram it’ 


down the throat of a creditor when he says 
he is ready and willing to wait for it? The 


money can be readily provided for in the. 


forthcoming January budget, and Atlanta 
can go ahead with her work already mapped 
out. 

So far as the question of the effect upon 
the good name of the city is concerned, in 
permitting a consent judgment to go to 
record, whatever damage is involved to At- 
lanta’s good name has already been done. 


' For the first time in the Mfe of the city it 


has been put in the attitude of violating a 
moral obligation, and of being brought to 
terms by court procedure. 

The debt must now be paid as the court 
directs, but it can be done without interfer- 
ence with much needed improvements al- 
ready in the budget. 

If the Destractor Company were pressing 
for payment, it would be a different mat- 
ter; but where it is ready and willing to 
wait, council will be failing in its duty to 
the city if it does not settle the matter on 
this basis.

GEORGIA |SAYS COUNTRY BANKS MUST CHARGE — 


MORE THAN LEGAL RATE TO EXIST 


By John Corrigan, Jr 

Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—Comp- 
troller of the Currency John Skelton Wil- 
liams has just received a reply to his letter 
to the president of a prominent national 
bank in one of the country counties of Geor- 
gia relative to the question of usurious inter- 
est charged. 

The reply makes interesting reading as 
showing the attitude of some of the country 
banks relative to this question. The position 
is taken, in effect, that the country banks 
cannot make a living at the legal rate of 8 
per cent allowed in Georgia, and that if the 
federal government enforces the state laws 


as to usury, some, at least, of the national |! 


banks will have to abandon their national 


charters for state charters, upon the theory ' 


that the state will not interfere with them if 
ss charge in excess of the rate allowed by 
aw. 

The reply of the Georgia national bank 
tp aga to Comptroller Williams follows, 
n full: 


Reply to Comptrolier’s Letter. 


May 6, 1915. 
Hon. John Skelton Williams, Comptroller of 

the Currency, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir—Under date of April 19 Jast. re- 
Plying to an editorial in The Wall Street 
Journal attacking you upon the ground that 
you were not concerned “whether a bank 
makes any money or not,” and that it is 
your business to “increase expenses, fine the 
directors and adjust the bank accounts ac- 
cording to (your) own ideas,” and that your 
activities and harshness toward the national 
banks were forcing them to “slip their cir- 
culation and United States bonds, take out 
State charters” and quit the federal reserve 
System, you state that anyone should be ‘glad 
to have his errors corrected, and to be told 
the facts of any question he discusses.” 

Relying upon this free invitation from you, 
I beg to submit the following reply to your 
letter of April 26 last, which is in reply to 
my letter of March 3 last: 

My letter. of inquiry of March 3 was writ- 
ten at the request of the (twelve) directors 
of this bank. They were then, and are now, 
anxious to ascertain what to expect from 
you. They are representative business men 
of this community, held in the esteem and 
confidence of the people, and their business 
records are as clean as those of any set of 
bank directors in the country. They have 
never used this bank in any improper way 
to further their own business interests. Their 
borrowings have been reasonable—far less 
than their credit has entitled them to and then 
they could have obtained here os elsewhere. 
Their sole compensation as_ directors is 
only $2.50 each for each of the twelve 
meetings required by law to be held annu- 
ally. - The highest salary in this bank is 
that of the cashier—$1,860 per annum, The 
salary of the writer has 
$1,000 per annum, and is now only $900. The 
writer has never borrowed a dollar from 
this bank—directly or indirectly; nor has 
any paper bearing his name as maker or 
indorser ever composed any part of its assets. 
These facts are mentioned to make it clear 
that this bank is operated legitimately, con- 
servatively and properly, to serve the busi- 
ness interests of this community. 

These directors do not care to be held up 
to public criticism and contempt, such as 
would result from action by you along the 
line you indicated in your statement to the 
congressional committee you might take. 
Neither the financial compensation nor the 
benefits that might flow from the honor of 
being director, president, vice president, cash- 
ier, or assistant cashier are in any way suffi- 
cient to justify them to be held up to public 
criticism and contempt as lawbreakers. 

It is unfortunate indeed that when the 
state banks of Georgia were just beginning 
favorably to consider entering the national 
system to enjoy the great benefits that must 
flow from the .successful operation of the 
federal reserve banks this subject is in- 
jected. I have no doubt whatever that if 
the federal reserve banks are allowed to 
continue to operate unhampered along the 
line they are now operaing they will diffuse 
prosperity into those sections of the country 
that are now suffering from a lack of suffi- 
cient capital to conduct their business prop- 
erly and then that high interest rates will 
at once disappear forever. The federal re- 
serve banks are reaching the local condi- 
tions they are serving promptly, intelligently 
and patriotically, and in time they will un- 
questionably make prosperity uniform 
throughout the country with funds ¢very- 
where sufficient to carry on business activi- 
ties without confining prosperity to a few 
centers and sectons of the country. When 
that condition is reached—and it will be 
reached if the federal reserve banks are al- 
lowed to continue to operate along the line 
they are now operating—there will probably 
be no excuse for any bank in Georgia to 
charge interest in excess of the rate allowed 
by law. 

As to the Facts. 

Now, then, as to the facts discussed in 
your letter. You entirely misunderstood the 
reference in my letter to competition in bank- 
ing in this vicinity. What I intended to say, 
and think I did say, and the meaning I did 
convey, is that the usury question in the 
south will automatically solve itself when 
the south becomes prosperous like the east 
and middle west, and has a surplus of money.

ess. 

This city and vicinity has banking com- 
6S in abundance—perhaps as much as 
as any city and community in the country. 
But it is not of the kind you mention. It is 
competition to get funds to loan to the bor- 
rowing public. That is the only kind of 
competition in banking that exists here. 
Your contsruction of my letter is, therefore, 
exactly opposite to the correct construction. 
There is nothing in it to justify the con- 
struction you put on it. My conclusion is 
obvious, and is simply that the ancient law 
of supply and demand will control this mat- 
ter. Why is it that the legal rate is twice 
as high in some sections of the country as 
in others—12 per cent in some of the far 
western states (Idaho, New Mexico, Wash- 
ington, Wyoming, for instance), and only 6 
per cent in some of the eastern states (Con- 
necticut, New Hampshire, Pennsylvania, Ver- 
mont, for instance)? And why is it that in 
many states in different sections of the 
country—far removed from each other geo- 
graphically, climatically, and in relative 
states of development and wealth and other- 
wise—there is no maximum rate beyond 
which interest may not be legally collected 
(in the east, Maine and Massachusetts, for 
instance; and in the far west, California, 
Colorado, Nevada and Utah)? And why is it 
that in’ the great state of New York, the 
financial center of the world, there is no 
maximum rate whatever beyond which inter- 
est may not be legally collected on demand 
loans of $5,000 and over? 

The demand for money in this locality 
from the inception of banking has been far 
in excess of the supply. The banks have. 
therefore, been entirely unable to supply the 
demand. In addition, to command funds to 
loan to meet this demand the banks in this 
vicinity have from the beginning paid 6 per 
cent on their time certificates of deposit 
in their savings departments. Nothing is, 
therefore, more demonstrable or clear than 
the proposition that when the supply of 
money in this vicinity becomes sufficient to 
meet the reasonable demands of the borrow- 
ing public, interest rates here will further 
decline. They have been declining for years. 
There are at present five banks in this city, 
and thirteen in this county. I, therefore. 
fail to see how banking competition could 
be more active here. 

How Conditions Are Changing. 


When banking began inthis city time sup- 
ply merchants were selling farmers on credit 
from spring until falland charging them 100 
per cent and over profit. Cotton and other 
products brought in from the farm were sold 
instantly at whatever prices might be had. 
The introduction of banking rapidly changed 
these conditions. There is now practically 
no business Of this kind done here. Supply 
merchants and cotton factors have prac- 
tically gone out of business. In addition, 
interest rates have steadily declined. Then 
certainly I am justified in the statement that 
the usury question will adjust itself here 
and elsewhere as conditions warrant. ‘rhis 
bank could not charge and receive interest 
at rates higher than local conditions justify, 
because we have competition as active here 
as can obtain anywhere; and it is a fact 
that the average rate charged by this bank 
is much lower than that of its competitors. 
It is lower, because this bank has deposits 
its 
twelve competitors in this county, and is 
able to make it lower. 

In 1890, 1900 and 1910, the population and 
taxable property of this county were, in 
round numbers, -respectively, as _ follows: 
13,700, 25,900, 35,000, $2,000,000, 3,209,900, 
$6,700,000. These figures indicate’ great 
growth and progress under the conditions 
you complain of. 

How Banks Have Helped. 


Instead of these banks being an imposi- 
tion upon the farmer, they have been a tre- 
mendous factor in releasing him from the 
enormous. profits charged him by the time 
supply merchant and cotton factor to the 
extent that these institutions have almost 
entirely gone out of. business. There has 
been no local complaint whatever, there is 
none, and there will be none, unless the 
farmer is misled by badly-informed men 


i and awakes too late, when the country bank 


never exceeded ' 


has been put out of business or crippled so 
that it will be able neither to give him 
sufficient assistance to hold his roducts 
until he can obtain fair prices for them nor 
to furnish him funds to make his crop with. 
The large city bank is most certainly not 
going to assist him. 

The earnings of this bank were large up 
to May ¥Y, 1912, when to com ly with the 
national bank act that national banks must 
not borrow in excess of their capital stocks 
this bank increased its capital stock 
from $100,000 to $200,000 and its surplus from 
$50,000 to $100,000. Your profit figures must, 
therefore, fall entirely, for the reason that 
this $150,000 was paid in in cash at that time— 
a*fact which you entirely ignore in your 
calculation. Your conclusions are incorrect. 
You must observe that this amount of $150,- 
000 was paid in to this bank by its stock- 
holders, and not earned. This bank has today 
116 stockholders. All of them live in this 
county except 19 owning 177 shares. 

The conclusive answer to your statement 
that we could operate at 8 per cent, or even 
at 6 per cent, and still earn a generous 
return is a mere recital of our operations 
since the increase in our capitai stock to 
$200,000 and surplus to $100,000. Thousands 
of merchants and business men in this and 
other states in the United States have failed 
and gone out of business within the last 
four years who were very prosperous indeed 
four years ago. Conditions continuously 
change. What could be more unfair then 
than a statement based upon operations of 
this bank, thirteen, ten or five years ago. 
Railroads that were exceedingly prosperous 
five years ago are losing money now, and 
in proper instances the railroad commissions 
of the country are permitting them to in- 
crease their rates. 

Since May, 1912. 

On May 9, 1912, this bank increased its 
capital from $100,000 to $200,000 and its sur- 
plus from $50,000 to $100,000. Since then its 
earnings and losses charged off have been, 
respectively, as iX\llows: 1912 (last half), 
$9,446.06 and $0.0u¥ 1913, $28,708.23 and $1,- 
259.93; 1914, $22,382.53 and $7,344.48; 1915, 
$25,934.78 and $5,208.17. We brought into the 
new organization $6,100.63 undivided profits. 
These figures can have but one meaning, and 
can be verified in your office. They are, of 
course, absolutely correct. In your calcula- 
tion that this bank can earn on its present 
volume of business $35,000 net at 8 per cent 
interest you entirely overlook to take into 
consideration any interest paid by us on 
borrowed money and time deposits. We 
understand, however, how you were misled 
in this particualr. In this respect our sys- 
tem of bookkeeping is to debit and credit 
each day extending only in one column the 
net interest instead of Carrying it in two 
columns under heads of “Interest Received 
and “Interest Paid Out.” I mention this to 
show you clearly that the figures of $22,500 
taken from our semi-annual return of earn- 
ings only represent taxes, rent, clerical ex- 
penses, stationery, etc. 

The information we requested of you is 
how to operate this bank at a reasonable 
profit and not to charge in excess of 8 per 
cent interest. Since January 1, 1913, we have 
paid dividends of only 8 per cent per annum 
on our actual investment, and this has ab- 
sorbed our entire earnings except $17,897.93. 
(On January 1, 1913, our undivided profits 
were $3,546.69, and they are now only $21,- 
444.62). 

The next paragraph of your letter does 
not correctly state conditions here, for the 
reason that of the line of deposits you men- 
tion—an average of about $/50,000—we pay 
6 per cent interest on $250,000. We have 
to pay this interest to get this $250,000. Most 
of it is local money. If we did not meet 
competition our competitors would get prac- 
tically all of it. In addition, our deposits 
subject to check heavily decline in mid- 
summer. 

This bank made careful inquiry before 
entering business about the national system 
with special reference to the interest per- 
mitted to be charged. We ascertained that 
national banks in Georgia were operated 
exactly as state banks in Georgia were oper- 
ated, that where conditions required a high 
rate to be charged it was charged; and we 
have never had our attention called to the 
matter of the rate we have been charging 
until you did so, although we have operated 
under several of your predecessors and have 
been examined regularly twice a year by 
national bank examiners who knew we were 
charging more than 8 per cent. Our average 
interest rate has declined steadily. This 
decline has been brought about by improved 
business conditions. A plea of usury has 
never been filed by a customer of any bank 
in this city. We must, thgrefore, conclude" 
that our customers are satisfied. The banks 
here have no compact or agreement:-of any 
kind with reference to rates—and have never 
had any. ; 

Moved Out of National System. 

Several Georgia national banks moved out 
of the system with great celerity as soon 
as you began to get after them on the usury 
question. It is generally understood in bank- 
ing cireles in Georgia and elsewhere that 
many national banks are waiting to see what 
action you will take on the interest question 
before deciding whether to remain in the 
national system. You asked me for the source 
of my information. This is a matter of com- 
mon gossip among the banks. They have 
waited hoping that something would de- 
velop permitting them to remain in the 
national system; because it would cayse 
them considerable inconvenience and would 
involve considerable expense to them to 
make a change. If these matters are pressed 
we will see later to what extent the move- 
ment will go. 

It seems to the writer that with the ad- 
vantages of the federal reserve system to 
national banks there should be a heavy 
movement in Georgia and elsewhere into the 
national system. There is no such move- 
ment. Is it because state banks do not feel 
that they would receive from the comptrol- 
ler's office that sympathy, co-operation and 
understanding which they receive from the 
departments of banking of the different 
states and which is so necessary to success- 
ful banking? If that is not the reason, what 
is the reason? They are certainly not enter- 
ing the national system. Your statement 
that national bank capital in Georgia has 
shown a net increase of $72,000 in Georgia 
within the last eighteen months is certainly 
a pitiful increase. 

The simple solution of the entire matter 
is that when money becomes plentiful in 
this community the rate will fall. It is clear 
that the stockholders of this bank will not 
be satisfied with profits less than they are 
now receiving, because less profits would 
not be a fair return on their investment. 

You quote an excerpt from an editorial 
in The Atlanta Constitution. The editor of 
The Constitution is usually right, but he is 
not an experienced banker, and is not suffi- 
ciently informed as to the needs of the coun- 
try banks. His campaign to restrict interest 
rates in Georgia to the legal rate will] prob- 
ablv not succeed because that would shut 
up half of the country banks in Georgia, 
and the farmer is not yet ready to go back 
to profits of 100 per cent and over to the 
time supply merchant. 

I wish to repeat that these directors are 
only seeking guidance properly to discharge 
their duties as directors to their stockhold- 
ers and to the community, and I again ask 
that you show us how to operate this bank 
at a fair return to the stockholders and 
charge interest at fot exceeding 8 per cent 
per annum.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS | 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, May  9.—(Special.)—Today 
the word was passed around that England 
was about to ask for peace—a few days 
ago it was Germany who sued, according 
to the rumor. It is to be hoped peace 
will follow, although it does not seem that 
these rumors get into any other market 
than cotton. The public is buying cot- 
ton because it is giving an exhibition of 
strength. Until they have finished buying 
and look around them, or until the mar- 
ket stops going up the truth of the situa- 
tion will hardly be known. 

The sole argument is that American mills 
are running to an extraordinary consump- 
tion.* Every month on the board from 
July on passed the 13 cent mark. Thir- 
teen-cent cotton will, of course, look cheap 
if we have peace. For with a moderate 
or an average yield from the acreage plant- 
ed, say thirteen to thirteen and one-haif 
million .bales, we would probably see 17- 
cent cotton if peace were to come within 
the next month or so. On the other hand, 
if peace does not come, it need not sur- 
prise us if cotton sells at 10 cents on or 
before the time we reach the flood time 
of the movement of the new crop. The 
argument appears to us, therefore, to be a 
guess between peace and war, and the ad- 
vocates of peace have the market now in 
charge. In round figures, cotfon today is 
13 cents here against 9% on this date last 
year, against 13 cents on May 9, 1914, and 
12 cents on May 9, 1913. 

From a world-wide statistical point of 
view there is about 1,400,000 less unspun 
cotton today than on this date last year, 
but we have two and one-half million bales 
more unspun today than in 1913. Compar- 
ing the situation abroad with that of the 
same date in 1913 and in 1914, prices 
are sensationally higher than in either year, 
and excepting Germany, the amount ashort 
and afloat is not 150,000 bales different in 
1913 or 1914 from the figures of today. The 
market seems still willing to advance, and 
it continues to believe in peace.

STILL DOWNTURNED. 


Wheat and Oats Affected 


by Insects and Drought. 
Argentine Competition 
Jolts Corn—Cheaper Hogs 
Depress Provisions. 


Chicago, May 9.—Drought, heat and 
insects in the southwest more than 
offset in the wheat market today the 
effect of predictions that at least some 
relief would be given by widespread 
showers. The outcome of the day's 
trading was a steady close at *@*ve 
net advance, with May at $1.14% and 
July $1.16@1.164,. Corn finished %*@* 
to %c down, oats ‘ec off to a shade 
up and provisions at a loss of 
to lic. 

Although the forecast of showers 
carried the wheat market down sud- 
denly about lc a bushel, an upturn 
within an hour lifted prices 2c above 
the low point of the deciine. The bull- 
ish reaction came from a flood of re- 
ports telling especially of the serious 
harm already done by Hessian fly and 
excessively dry weather in Kansas, 
Nebraska and Oklahoma. Heavy of- 
ferings on the advance wiped out some 
of tne gains, but the market display- 
ed unusual power of absorption. Hign- 
er quotations from Liverpool tended 
to help the bulls, and so, too, did word 
that 1,000,000 bushels of Manitoba 
wheat had been taken for Europe, 

According to one Kansas report, the 
damage to wheat around Abilene is the 
Breatest in years. Salina sent word 
that under no circumstances this sea- 
son would the neighboring’ district 
raise more than fifty per cent of nor- 
mal crop. Another typical assertion 
regarding the Kansas crop was that in 
some places the crop had gone back 26 
per cent in the last few days. 

Corn was depressed by talk of New 
Yorkers purchasing cargoes from Ar- 
gentina. The government report on 
hay stocks was also construed as a 
bearish factor as to corn. Besides, fa- 
vorable weather was said to be giving 
great aid to planting. 

Oats were relatively firm as a result 
of export sales which totaled _ 1,000,- 
000 bushels. In addition the drought 
southwest was reported to be causing 
damage. 

Provisions paralleled the action of 
the hog market. Something of an ad- 
vance early was followed by a gen- 
eral decline, with the most weakness 
in pork.
